A Charlevoix county police radio network now installed in all scout cars has made the biggest ad- 
vance in history of area law enforcement. In the above photo East Jordan Chief Police Harry Sim- 
mons is learning radio operation from County Sheriff Glenn Rose. Two-way radio units were install- 
ed last week n East Jordan, Boyne City and Charlevoix police cars as well as the sheriff’s car. Soon 
all police cars in the county will be able to talk to the sheriff’s office. At present all cars are able to 
reach each other in two-way conversation. Boyne City’s new radio hook up is in addition to their own 
Iocal radio system. The system greatly reduces time spent in emergency police work. It also aids. in 
fire prevention. The radio systems were paid for by the various city councils, the board of supervisors 
and the federal civil defense department. Each local unit paid 50 per cent of their own radio cost with 
federal government paying the rest. Eventually all cars will be able to contact Petoskey police, Em- 
met County police and state police at Traverse City. The campaign for the new system was carried

Circuit Court 


A trial concerning the strange 
will of Frank Foote, of East Jor- 
dan, who died at his farm home 
here December 30th at the age 
of 78, will be on the October 31st 
term of circuit court, according 
to Attorney William Downs, who 
represents the East Jordan Pub- 
lic Library. 

Downs said this week that the 
regular probate procedure of the 
will was moved over to circuit 
court and any decisions will now 
be handed down by Judge Char- 
les L. Brown. 

Formerly, Probate © Judge 
Floyd Supp had set a hearing 
date in his court, but L. L. Fore- 
man, representing Mrs. Minnie 
Gibson, of Meadville, Miss., ask- 
ed for a circuit court trial. 

Foote, a bachelor, with only 
one survivor bequeathed an es- 
tate valued at about $40,000 to 
charity and ordered the burning 
of United States bonds. 

The will specifies that Foote’s 
830-acre fruit farm be offered to 
Michigan State college for ex- 
perimental purposes. A large 
collection of books were willed 
to the East Jordan Public lib- 
rary. 

State and national interest 
was aroused in the case when it 
was learned that the government 
bonds ordered burned amounted 
te $14,500. Foote also left ab- 
out $11,000 worth of stocks 
which were willed to the “Red 
Cross.” 

Foote lived as though penny- 
less for about 45 years.

Hay Fever | 
Season Is 


Approaching 


A: good breeze can blow no 
good — for ragweed hay fever 
victims, that is, 

The Michigan Department of 
Health says by mid-August when 
the ragweed pollen count reach- 
es 100 grains per cubic yard of 


_air per day, there are literally 


tons of pollen in the air, and 
even if a region is ragweed free 
the pollen-may be blown in by 
prevailing winds. 

State health officials, getting 
the seasonal high of inquiries ab- 
out Michigan’s “hay fever re- 
lief” areas, once again reviewed 
findings of a ten-year ragweed 
pollen survey in Michigan. 

On the bright side, the north- 
ern third of the southern penin- 
sula and most of the northern 
peninsula were found sufficient- 
iy free from ragweed to be com- 
fortable for the average hay 
fever sufferer. 

And while you may be aller- 
gic to house dust, silk, glue, .cer- 
tain animals, roses or even to 
air molds, nine out of ten times, 
hay fever in Michigan is caused 
by ragweed pollen. — 

The health department is glad 
to try to help hay fever victims, 
but authorities said that inquir- 
ies about job opportunities or 
good hotels in hay fever relief 
regions “are not quite in our 
line.” 

Because in many cases it’s at 
least possible to ease the discom- 
fort of hay fever, the health de- 
partment urged victims of the. 
allergy to consult their doctors.
